WILMINGTON - Election Day is 
Saturday, April 25 and candidates 
‘hope voters will gear up to come 
‘out to the polls to voice their 
‘choice for Selectman and 
Moderator, the only two contested 
‘elections this year. 

“School Committee members 
Manny Mulas and MJ Byrnes are 


running unopposed as well as 
Housing Authority - candidate 
Leona Bombard, and Regional 
Tech School Committee candidate 
James Gillis. All are incumbents. 
The Moderator race is proving to 
be the most competitive on the bal- 
lot this year, with endorsements 
and lawn signs peppering the town 
in a way not seen in decades. 
Candidates Attorney Robert G. 
Peterson, Jr. and Attorney Leigh J. 
Martinson are running for the 


Town Moderator position held by 
James Stewart for the past 23 
years. 

Peterson, an attorney at his fam- 
ily’s law firm, announced at the 
April debate, “I believe I am the 
candidate who best represents the 
community of Wilmington.” 

Martinson cited his experience, 
countering with, “I am a 12-year 
resident of Wilmington, and have 
three children in public school. I 
am proud to call Wilmington 


home.” 


“I am best qualified for the job. I 


am the better candidate, not just 
because I’m from Wilmington. I’m 
committed to this position,” said 
Martinson, implying that Peterson 
would use the post as a stepping- 
stone to higher office. 

In closing statements, Peterson 
said, “I’m not running on my fam- 
ily name. I am 28 years old and 
can carry out my duties in a fair 
and respectful manner. I best rep- 


resent the citizens of Wilmington, 
and can be an invaluable asset. I 
know how to deal with personali- 
ties.” Peterson also referenced his 


experience as an_ aide to 
Representative Ken Gordon. 
Martinson concluded, “If my 


message wasn’t clear, let me state 
it emphatically. My qualifications 
are numerous. My law practice 
does not conflict with the position

Baker aims to axe film tax incentive 


CONTROVERSIAL INCENTIVE TO BE PHASED OUT FROM STATE

BOSTON - The days of movie stars 
treading the local streets might be 
coming to an end. Only a few weeks 
after local social media was aflame 
with news that movie stars like 
Jennifer Lawrence and Bradley Cooper 
were filming in Wilmington, Governor 
Charlie Baker is proposing a new state 
budget that would end the tax incentive

which makes movie and TV production 
in Massachusetts so beguiling to stu- 
dios. 

Baker’s budget aims to double the 
state’s Earned Income Tax Credit. This 
credit can add up to. $937 to the tax 
returns of low-income families with 
three or more children. If Baker’s 
measures go through, that figure could 
increase to $1,873 within three years. 

In an interview with the Boston 
Globe, Baker underlined his motivation 
for putting more money in the 


Messcchesets citizens’ pockets. 


“T think it’s an important opportunity 
for us to both do something real and 
also send a signal that we believe in 
supporting people who are working 
real hard to get ahead,” Baker said. 
“This is one way, in addition to increas- 
ing the minimum wage and some oth- 
ers, to provide them with more bang 
for their buck.”

BOSTON (AP) The 
brother and stepfather of-a - - 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology police officer 
killed by Boston Marathon 
bomber Dzhokhar Tsarnaev 
(joh-HAHR' tsahr-NEYE'- 
ehv) say his death had a 
devastating impact on their 
family. 

Officer Sean Collier was 
shot to death by Tsarnaev 
and his brother, Tamerlan, 
as they tried to flee the 
Boston area three days after 
the bombings. Tsarnaev was 
convicted in the bombing 
and Collier's killing. 

Collier's stepfather testi- 
fied Wednesday that Sean's 
mother was so distraught by 
his death that she couldn't 
get out of bed for months. 

His brother says Sean had 
had a strong sense of right 
and wrong since he was a 
young child and always 
wanted to be a police officer. 

Three people were killed 
and more than 260 were 
injured in the 2013 bombings. 


Jurors see defiant 
Tsarnaev 


As jurors looked at a photo- 
graph of Boston Marathon 
bomber Dzhokhar Tsarnaev 
giving the finger to a securi- 
ty camera in his jail cell, a 
federal prosecutor described 
it as a defiant act by an 
unrepentant man who didn't 
care that he had killed four 
people, including an 8-year- 
old boy and a police officer. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Nadine Pellegrini began lay= 
ing out the government's 
case for executing Tsarnaev, 
and showed the jury large, 
vibrant pictures of the peo- 
ple killed in the bombing and 
its aftermath. Then she 
revealed the photo of 
Tsarnaev, taken __ three 
months later in his holding 
cell at the federal court- 


house. 

"This is Dzhokhar 
Tsarnaevy — unconcerned, 
unrepentant and 


unchanged," Pellegrini on

WILMINGTON - As part of an ongoing series which high- 
light Wilmington’s hardworking town officials, this week 
The Crier spoke with Town Clerk Sharon George to find out 
about her responsibilities, current projects and a fact about 
the Town Clerk’s office that may surprise you. 

Crier: How long have you been a Town Clerk for 
Wilmington? 

SG: I started in 2006. (Nine years) 

Crier: Have you held similar positions before? 

SG: Yes; I was the Assistant Town Clerk for the city of 
Gloucester from 2003 - 2006. 

Crier: What are the major responsibilities of the Town 
Clerk’s office? 

SG: We are the repository for all vital records: marriage, 
death and birth records. Also, for any records of the town 
that are stored: town meeting minutes; decisions from the 
Planning Board, Conservation Commission and the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. I am the licensing agent for business 
certificates, flammable licenses and dog licenses. Our 
main function - we run all the elections. I am the Chief 
Election Official. 

Crier: What are some of your biggest projects? 

We’ve had several large projects. Most recently, acquir- 
ing the state registry of vital records. Everything previous 
to 2011 was done by mail. Since then, they have moved 
towards electronic vital records. Right now we do all birth 
certificates online from the registry. About five months 
ago we took on all death certificates which is a little more 
cumbersome. I am also the burial agent so we have to do 
two certificates per death: the burial permit and the death 
ceftificate. That is something new since 2014 for the 
deaths. 

Another project: codifying the bylaws. I have been organ- 
izing bylaws of like topics for easier research: all financial 
bylaws under one heading, all DPW bylaws under another 
heading. I have also gone back to the beginning of the min- 
utes - when they were approved, when the attorney general 
approved them and what town meeting approved them. 
This is a big help if someone asks when this particular 
bylaw was done. Before it was like finding a needle in a

haystack. Research is much easier now. I started this proj- 
ect at the beginning of last year - in between other projects 
- it took 8 or 9 months to gather all the information. 

Crier: What do you enjoy most about your job? 

SG: I like meeting people who come in the office. We 
enjoy helping people and getting them to the appropriate 
department where their needs are met. We have a lot of 
nice people here in Wilmington. 

Crier: Name a fact about your job that would surprise res- 
idents. 

SG: That we keep records in perpetuity - forever and ever. 
We have records going back to the first town meetings in 
the 1730s. 

Crier: How many staff members work in your office? 

SG: I have a staff of two; Assistant Town Clerk, Linda 
Golden - she is wonderful - and our-Senior Clerk, Nancy 
Beals. Both are wonderful to work with. I’m very lucky.

spirit of the people who lived there and farmed there. When 
you farm the land for so many years, there is a part of you 
that can never leave. 

It’s also a matter of simplicity and convenience. People 
don’t have to keep track of the new owners, especially if 
they aren’t going to stick around. So the name doesn’t 
change. 

It also helps retain the small-town atmosphere. 

Wilmington has lost most, if not all, of its farms. It wasn’t 
too many years ago that the Yentiles were still working 
their family farm on Cross Street, between Main and Lowell 
streets. The family had kept the farm in operation for more 
than 70 years, enough time to outlive the name of Walter 
Hale, who sold the farm to Rocco and Rose Yentile in 1934. 
With five sons and two daughters, the Yentiles were well- 
suited to the hard work of farm life. 

The land was settled by Deacon Samuel Walker in the late 
1600s. The Yentile farm, on its eastern boundary, fronted on 
Maple Meadow Brook, which crosses under Main Street. 
That was ideal for keeping a dairy herd. 

For 30 years, the Yentiles kept about 100 head of cows. 
Rocco Yentile loved animals. Besides the cows, he would 
keep hogs, chickens and turkeys. The dairy herd was sold 
about 1964, but the family kept two or three cows so that 
Rocco could look out the window and see cows. He died in 
1969. 

The Yentiles had an extensive vegetable farming opera- 
tion, known as a “truck farm.” During World War II, they 
would send some 100 bushels of produce a day to the U.S. 
Army Base in Boston. Their primary crops were celery, car- 
rots and scallions. They also sold produce to First National 
and A&P supermarkets. 

The sons served in World War II and the Korean Conflict, 
and then took full-time jobs when they came home. But they 
all worked on the farm every day, as well. Vinnie worked for 
the Boston and Maine Railroad as a power plant engineer. 
Joe also worked for the railroad. Frank, known as “Tony” 
worked in the Wilmington schools in maintenance. Rocky 
was an equipment operator for the Wilmington Water Dept., 
and Sam was an automotive mechanic. Their sisters, Terri 
and Viola also worked on the farm. Grandchildren were 
brought up working on the farm, too. 

The following item, published in the Wilmington Crusader 
on July 18, 1952, gives a picture of Wilmington in a different 
era, 63 years ago: 


Sencar Hay Lares 

Wilmington farmers are getting their hay cut somewhat 
late in the season. The recurring rain and showers delayed 
most of them, and now they are working overtime, illustrat- 
ing the old adage about making hay while the sun shines. 
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Crier: What is the busiest 
time of year for the Town 
Clerk’s office? 

SG: We are the hub of: “town 
activity. A lot of people will 
come in for direction as to 
where they need to get plans, 
pay a bill, obtain garbage 
removal stickers; we are pret- 
ty busy all the time. The 
busiest is around election time 
and town meetings. Next year 
will be a very big year for elec- 

tions. 


Crier: How many staff mem- 
bers work in your office during 
elections? 

SG: I have probably 60 elec- 
tion workers at various times _ 
throughout the year, depend- 
ing on the elections and they 
all do a good job. It’s a team

Crier: What challenges ‘do 
you face in your position? . ‘ « 

The elections and town meetings are challenging. In town 
meetings, you never know who will get up to speak. I need 
to capture discussion on each article, vote, whether votes 
are reconsidered and whether there is a motion to end 
debate. Everything goes into the minutes. The eleetidns 
are challenging because the voting machines can break 
down. Next year will be very challenging because there-will 
be a number of election law changes. Wilmington residents 
will be notified about these changes at various times Conan 
2016. 


Crier: Do you have upcoming voting information for 
Wilmington residents? 

SG: Yes: please come out to vote at the Annual ee 
Election on Saturday, April 25,8 am to 8pm. If any voters 
need assistance finding their precinct or absentee ballot- 
ing, please call the office: 978-658-2030. : 
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There are two hay binders in town, one owned by, Bob 
Evans, and the other by the Yentile brothers of Cross Street. 
The Evans machine binds the hay with wire, which is still 
to be had in quantity, but the Yentile machine uses a special 
twine, which is very difficult to get at the moment. We 
understand that the Yentiles have ranged as far as Nashua, 
looking for some twine. 

The Yentile family had been farming in Wilmington tor: 18 
years when that piece was published, but the town :was 
beginning to change. In 1957, Herb Barrows sold his nearby 
farm to Aveo. That firm built a large research facility, and 
filled some land on the east side of Maple Meadow Brook. 
This did not reduce the amount of water in the brook; it only 
moved it, and the Yentile farm lost some land to flooding. 

Years later, Joe Yentile tried to build up the farmland. He 
accepted a large quantity of material drilled out of a tunnel 
under Boston Harbor. His plan was to scrape away the top- 
soil, put in the gravel material, and replace the topsoil. But 
the state had new laws to prevent filling of lowland, and he 
was stopped. It was an expensive and discouraging proposi- 
tion. 

In the 1980s, the Yentiles built a farmstand with 10 green- 
houses on Cross Street, where they would sell produce, 
seedlings and gardening supplies. People would come from 
miles around. Although the building was new, it was stillan 
old-fashioned farmstand. 

Rose Yentile worked at farming into her 90s, until a count 
of years before her death in 1994. Her seven children car- 
ried on in similar fashion. One grandchild recalls her father 
working on the farm every day until he was 86. 

Vinnie and Terri still grow tomatoes at their homes, from 
seed lines they once raised on the farm. Several members 
of the family’s younger generations still live in town. 

In 2005, the farm was sold to a condo developer ‘and 
Yentile’s Farmstand closed. The building was knocked 
down, but the condos were never built. In 2011, it was fore- 
closed. Then, in 2012, the town took it over. 

There are plans afoot to develop the property into a recre- 
ation facility. One proposal would have the town sell naming 
rights for the property to a corporate sponsor. It could be, 
for instance, the Yoogle Center. But what would happen if 
Yoogle merges? It could lead to a confusing series of names 
totally unrelated to the town or the property. 

A much better plan would be for the town to keep. the 
Yentile name, as a tribute to the stewardship of the people 
who farmed the land for so many years. 

Or maybe you'd like to sell the town name, too.

Hold that thought for a 
moment. First off I would 
like to thank the Town Crier 
and especially my editor 
Jayne Miller for such a 
warm welcome to their 
team. Jayne is as gracious 
and charming as was her 
welcome and it is most 
appreciated. Now I happen 
to know that Jayne was 
raised up there in great state 
of Maine and it made me 
think of two things that I 
could tie into a column, lob- 
ster and blueberries. As luck 
would have it, I ran into an 
old friend and valued cus- 
tomer of TCC, Larry 
Pimentel. Larry works for 
the P. Tavilla Company in 
Chelsea and is, believe it or 
not, a blueberry salesman. 
In fact, last season Larry 
imported 80,982 flats of blue- 
berries into Massachusetts. I 
re-iterate, isn’t it funny how 
things pop into your head. 

Hanging out with Larry 
gave me a plethora of insight 
into those juicy little purple berries we call blue. For exam- 
ple, did you know there are cultivated berries known as high 
bush blueberries, and wild berries known as low bush blue- 
berries? Most of the high bush crop comes out of Nova 
Scotia and most of the low bush varieties we get around here 
come out of, you guessed it, Maine. The high bush berries 
are generally larger and juicier but the low bush berries 
may contain a little more nutritional value. 

As a rule most organic products are debatably more nutri- 
tious than their chemically. treated counterparts, but that’s 
an argument for another day; right now we’re talking blue- 
berries. One of the few fruits native to North America, blue- 
berries have been enjoyed by Native American’s for cen- 
turies. Blueberries do their best work when eaten raw. If 
they’re out of season don’t sweat it, frozen berries show no 
significant lowering of their antioxidant capacity. In fact, 
blueberries have the highest antioxidant capacity of all 
fruit. They combat free radicals in your body, assist the

Anchored by ‘the world’s 
most photographed hotel, 
the Chateau Frontenac, visi-

notably delicious crepes of 
all varieties.

With all the state tax credits for the TV and Movie industry iaararhudelis including 
“Wilmington and Tewksbury, has been a hot bed of location choices as of late, but there is 
.@rumbling around the industry that the new State Administration is considering repealing 
»-those tax credits and in turn many jobs will be lost. Nick, a transportation professional 

for the Film and TV industry holds up the sentiment that many like him feel. 
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tions, ‘transferrable 25 percent payroll cred- 
it, and transferrable 25 percent production 
expense credit. 

The incentive was put into place following 
the box office success of Martin Scorsese’s 
The Departed. The Boston-set film had 
originally intended to film in 
Massachusetts, before lucrative tax incen- 
tives from New York lured the production 
away. Only a few weeks of filming were 
éonducted on location in Boston. Whether 
actually filming in Boston would have 
helped with the accent work is unknown. 

“Since the tax incentive went into effect, 
dozens of films and countless TV episodes 
and ‘commercials have been shot in the 
- §tate. While some films such as The Town 
have made prominent use of the locations 
and faces afforded by the state, other films, 
such as Paul Blart: Mall Cop or Grown Ups 
have not done so. 

Tewksbury has hosted seven productions, 
including Grown Ups 2, the television show 
Boston Underdogs, and most recently 
filmed an ABC pilot Broad Squad. 

While many local businesses still wave 
. signs swearing lifelong devotion to the likes 
of Bradley Cooper, the impact of the tax 
incentive on Massachusetts’ wallet has not 
been as prominent as once hoped. 

In an article dated to grass 19, 2014, 
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the Boston Globe reported that of the 2,000 
jobs created by crews coming for the incen- 
tive, only 700, or one-third, went to 
Massachusetts citizens. Of the $304 million 
generated in revenue by the incentive, only 
one-third was spent in Massachusetts. 

Meanwhile, the production of Grown Ups 2 
netted $24 million in state financing. While 
that film was a hit and proved a sound 
investment, other films, such as R.I.P.D., 
took Massachusetts funding and proceeded 
to flop at the box office. 

“Our experience here with the group that 
has been in town, they’ve been very cooper- 
ative,” said Wilmington Town Manager 
Jeffery Hull. “I know sometimes it’s a bit 
challenging for some of the residents in the 
impacted area. In working with the crew 
from 20th Century Fox, we’ve tried to make 
it as palatable as possible and I think it’s 
been a positive experience.” 

On the financial side, though, on 
Tewksbury official was clear that the 
advantage of the tax credit wasn’t felt in 
town. 

"I have not seen a monetary advantage for 
filming done in Tewksbury. I assume any 
monetary effect would be felt at the state 
level and they would determine how it 
would trickle down. But I have seen nothing 
specifically attributable to the filming done

Collier family explains loss 
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Tuesday told the jurors who 
will decide whether the 21- 
year-old former college stu- 
dent should be executed. 

The penalty phase in the 
Boston Marathon bomber's 
trial opened in dramatic 
fashion, with prosecutors 
portraying Tsarnaev as a 


coldblooded killer and 
"America's worst night- 
mare." 

The government then 


began trying to drive home 
the horror of the attack by 
calling to the stand witness- 
es who lost legs or loved 
ones in the April 15, 2013, 
bombing. 

"J remember hearing just 
bloodecurdling screams. I 
just remember looking 
around, just seeing blood 
everywhere, sort of like 
debris falling from the sky," 
said Celeste Corcoran, who 
made her way to the stand 
on two artificial limbs. 

Several jurors shed tears 
as the father of Krystle 
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Campbell, a 29-year-old 
restaurant manager killed in 
the bombing, described how 
he called his daughter 
"princess." 

"Krystle was the light of 
my life," William Campbell 


Jr. said, “every father's 
dream." 
Campbell described a 


heartbreaking mix-up that 
led his family to believe that 
Krystle had survived the 
bombing and was undergo- 
ing surgery. One of the doc- 
tors asked Campbell to take 
a walk with him to go see 
Krystle in her room. 

"It wasn't Krystle. I passed 
out on the floor," Campbell 
said. "I couldn't remember 
anything after that until I 
woke up about five minutes 
later and I realized that 
Krystle was gone and they 
made a mistake." 

Earlier Tuesday, prosecu- 
tors showed the jury a photo 
of a wounded Krystle 
writhing in agony on the 
ground, her mouth agape. 
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Slouching in his seat at.the 
defense table as_ usual, 
Tsarnaey stared straight 
ahead and showed no reac: 
tion during the proceedings. 

Tsarnaev was convicted 
earlier this month of all '30 
charges against him during 
the trial's guilt-or-innocence 
phase. His lawyers did not 
give an opening statement 
Tuesday but will do so once 
the prosecution has made its 
case. ve 

The defense contends 
Tamerlan, 26, masterminded 
the bombing, and Dzhokhar, 
then 19, fell under his influ- 
ence. 

The 12-member jury must 
be unanimous for Tsarnaev 
to receive a death sentence; 
otherwise, he will automati- 
cally get life behind bars. 

Prosecutors have argued 
that Tsarnaev was a full 
partner with his brother and 
deserves the ultimate pun- 
ishment.

MacDonald has 
become obstreperous at 
most public meetings he has 
attended, usually being 
asked to leave. Police pres- 
ence has become common 
at Selectmen meetings as a 
résult. 

- MacDonald and 
Champoux faced off three 
years ago when top issues 
included the new high 
School, the appointment of a 
new Town Manager, cash 
reserves, and the potential 
purchase of the Yentile 
property. At that time, 
MacDonald was opposed to 
the building of the new high 
school, based largely on his 
platform of trying to save 
money for the taxpayers of 
Wilmington. 

MacDonald’s opposition 
has been expressed, often 
vehemently at Board of 
Selectmen and other perti- 
nent meetings, such as the 
December 2014 Special 
Town Meeting where the 
majority voted on the pur- 
chase of the Elinor M. 
Ristuccia Memorial Arena 
as well as Yentile Farm 
Development Committee 
related assemblies and has 
submitted warrants for the 
Annual Town Meeting to 
oppose those efforts. 

In- his opening statement 
at the debate earlier this 
month MacDonald said, “I 
am a lifelong resident of 
Wilmington. I believe I’m 
fully engaged with all the 
issues in town,” adding, 
“The top issue I’m con- 
cerned about is exploiting 
the people of Wilmington. 
My philosophy is private 
enterprise is the way to go.” 

When presented with the 
issue of the Whitefield 
School, again, the candi- 
dates differed. Champoux 
talked about the Historic 
Commission’s need for more 
time, and that after a year, 
their report, while “substan- 
tive,” had not really 
changed. “The time has 
come for the Whitefield 
School to pass along,” said 


Champoux. 
- Chairman of the Historical 
Commission, Kathleen 


Black Reynolds, presented 
the report to the Board last 
February. Article 26 at the 
2014 Town Meeting tabled 
the vote to remove the build- 
ing until the next Town 
Meeting. ° 
’ Article 34 on the 2015 war- 
rant will see if the Town will 
yote to raise funds to demol- 
ish the Whitefield School. 
MacDonald appeared to be 
more concerned with Town 
Manager Jeffrey Hull’s 
plans for the building, say- 
ing, “One of the duties of 
the Town Manager is to 
know what to do with these 
buildings,” adding, “I want 
to know what they’re going 
to do with that site. I’d like 
the Town to offer [someone 
knowledgeable] $2,500.00 to 
do. something with the 
School without knocking it 
down.” 
‘In closing statements, 
Champoux said, “I am very 
excited about the prospect 
of working with and for the 
people of Wilmington.” 


MacDonald said, “I am 
opposed to exploiting and 
deceiving the people of 
Wilmington,” adding, “Mr. 
Champoux has not demon- 
strated strength, and I will.” 

School Committee 

The two uncontested can- 
didates for School 
Committee, Manny Mulas 
and Mary Jane Byrnes out- 
lined their reasons for run- 
ning, public education being 
the bottom line. 

Mulas said, “I care deeply 
about this town and for the 
children in this town,” 
adding that his two children 
are his “biggest motiva- 
tion.” 

Byrnes added, “There are 
issues that plague public 
education. It’s more and 
more rocky. If I can lend a 
voice to support our district, 
so be it.” 

In closing statements, 
Mulas said of Byrnes, “I am 
proud of my colleague, and 
the rest of the School 
Committee for the work 
they have done,” and dis- 
cussed the importance of 
working closely with the 
Town Manager and the 
School Department.

BOSTON - Even before she 
stepped on the line, Ali 
Lyman proved everything 
she needed to prove. After 
all she already raised nearly 
$5,000 for the Mass General 
Response Team. The funds 
raised provide critical sup- 
port for emergency care, dis- 
aSter relief and disaster pre- 
paredness training at Mass 
General, efforts that benefit 
victims worldwide. 

Besides raising money, 
Lyman: did have something 
to_prove, to herself. She 
wanted to compete and most 
of “all finish her first ever 
Boston Marathon. 

Despite some nagging 
injuries, and admittedly 
going out too fast, the 24- 
year-old Wilmington resi- 
dent was still the top local 
finisher from Wilmington as 
She came across the finish 
line at 3:27.22, which was 
good for 9,210th overall out 
of nearly 27,000 runners dur- 
ing the 119th annual event 
held throughout the cold, 
rain and wind on Monday 
morning. 

“I went into the race want- 
ing to finish under four 
hours,” she said. “Then 
early on I was seeing my 
splits and they were similar 
to what my time was from 
the Bay State Marathon but 
I knew I had four big hills in 
front of me so I didn't know 
if F could (keep up the pace). 

“When I finished at 3:27, I 
was pretty shocked and I 
didn't expect that. The hills 
were really tough for me, 
and I think it was the people 
and the crowd that really got 
me through it.” 

Lyman started her running 
career at WHS. She ran the 
distance events in indoor 
and. outdoor track for then 
coach Tom Bradley, who was 
one of the people who donat- 
ed to Lyman's cause. 

After graduating from 
- WHS-in 2009, she has gone 
on to Northeastern 
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Tewksbury residents and 
another handful have local 
ties. And of those 38, there 
are again so many inspira- 
tional stories to tell. 

Over the last few weeks, 
the Town Crier featured sey- 
eral different runners 
including Jennifer 
Leonardo, Mike Rzeszulek, 
Brittany Flibotte, as well as 


veteran runners Mike 
Doherty and Jeff DuFour 
and newcomers Lynn 


McCourt. We also have more 
features in this week's 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 
editions. All of the runners 
have exceptional stories, 
many of which consist of 
raising a lot of money for 
those in need. 

Again this year is no differ- 
ent, starting with another 
veteran local runner Cheryl 
Slater of Wilmington. She 
said on Tuesday that this 
was a very difficult race. She 
wasn't able to train as much 
as she would have liked, and 
the big reason for that is the 
health of her daughter 
Veronica Walsh, who has 
battled Cystic Fibrosis for 
entire life.

“I've been able to meet 
some of the (Marathon 
Bombing) victims at Mass 
General including one vic- 
tim whose story was just 
incredible and today he's 
training for a. half 
marathon,” she said. “But 
to hear those stories from 
the victims and the workers 
at Mass General of how they 
dealt with everything the 
last two years has been just 
incredible and it's been pret- 
ty amazing to be a part of 
that. 

“IT had always gone to the 
Boston Marathon every 
year, but two years ago I did- 
n't because I was studying 
for finals. But I wanted to 
run it after the fact and 
MGH played a big role in 
order for me to do that. I 
wanted to give back to MGH 
because that hospital has 
been such a positive impact 
and has helped so many peo- 
ple through those tragic 
events.” 


Lyman was one of 40 peo- 
ple who were accepted onto 
to the MGH Recruiting 
Response Team and collec- 
tively the group has raised 
over $250,000. 

“It was amazing to me to 
be able to get donations 
from so many different 


walks of life,” she said. “I 
had people from 
Wilmington, from Mass 


General, from Northeastern 
and even Coach Bradley 
donated and that really 
meant a lot to me to be able 
to reconnect with him. He 
was the reason why I got 
into running in the first 
place. 

“Tt was great that so many 
people reached out to this 
cause. It was a good moti- 
vating factor for me. We all 
put our bodies through 26.2 
miles but raising all of that 
money certainly makes it all 
worthwhile.” 

Lyman had already quali- 
fied for Boston because of 
her finish time at the Bay 
State Marathon held in 
Lowell last October and that 
came a month after winning 
the annual Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce 5K 
race. Those two races were 
easier for Lyman, who said 
Monday was tough for many 
reasons from injuries to the 
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weather to the hills on the 
course. 

“The wind was really 
tough,” she said. “So were 
the hills on miles 19 and 20. I 
also struggled a bit in miles 
23 and 24 and I had to walk a 
bit. I struggled at 
Heartbreak Hill. There were 
four hills and after the 
fourth one, I was just so 
relieved I didn't have any- 
more to climb. 

“My quads were just really 
hurting and about to give 
out. I was able to finish, but 
it was a rough recovery 
because everyone was just 
so cold and wet.” 

With her body cold and 
wet, her quads and hip hurt- 
ing, Lyman said her entire 
outlook completely changed 
over the last mile or so when 
she picked her head up and 
noticed her parents, Jeff and 
Patty and her sister Jacqui. 

“My family was at the fin- 
ish line and I didn't know 
they were coming,” she said. 
“They blew up my face on 
this big poster and it was so 
awesome to see them there. 
I had some friends on 
Boylston Street who also 
supported me and that was 
so great to see. There were 
just so many people there 
who help you get through it.”

“There are the elite run- 
ners, of course,” said 
Tammaro, who has three 
children Bill, Tim and Tracy 
as well as two grandchildren 
Julia and Ryan. “But besides 
them, everyone is out there 
because they have a reason. 
And the fans all know that 
the people who are running 
are doing it because we had 
some reason.” 

She did finish the race with 
a time of 5:36. She said that 
through the first 16 miles, 
finishing did not seem an 
insurmountable challenge. 
But as the race wore on, the 
weather grew worse and 
worse, Tammaro found her- 
self pushing forward through 
an onslaught of rain, the 
wind and cold. Despite those 
obstacles, she continued to 
get support from the thou- 
sands of people on hand who 
gave her that push she need- 
ed over the last ten miles or 
So.

Along with WOW’s charita- 
ble work, runners and walk- 
ers. can also dictate which 
specific charity receives 
some_of their registration 
fee: “An amount of $5 of 
every adult registration and

$3 from every child’s regis- 
tration can be donated to 
the charity of the regis- 
trant’s choice. 

Race Director Joe 
Martiniello believes that 
this emphasis on local, com- 
munity charity is what has 
allowed the race to continue 
to thrive despite a number 
of other 5K races being held 
in various nearby communi- 
ties. 

“When you have a number 
of races to choose from 
every year, having a race 
that you know is benefiting 
the-community that you live 
in, that’s a wonderful 
thing,” Martiniello said.

IN “PAUL BLART: MALL COP 2” Kevin James reprises his role as an Sinoxings rent-a 
cop attending a security officers’ conference where his daughter is kidnapped by gang- 
sters. This thin veil of a plot is just an excuse for James to do his one trick over and over. 
Is the movie ever funny? Sometimes, but it’s just not funny nearly often enough.

Picking up the plot of the 
first movie and relocating it 
to Las Vegas, “Paul Blart: 
Mall Cop 2” sees Kevin 
James’ obnoxious _rent-a- 
cop Paul Blart attending a 
security officers’ confer- 
ence, where his daughter 
Maya (Raini Rodriguez) is 
kidnapped by some gang- 
sters planning to steal art- 
work from the hotel with the 
help of a crooked NSA 
agent. 

But this thin veil of a plot 
is just an excuse for James 
to do his one trick over and 
over: Bluster, then screw up 
humiliatingly. Is it never 
funny? No, it’s not never 
funny. It’s just not funny 
nearly often enough. I 
laughed when he ran face- 
first into a plate glass win- 
dow like a cartoon charac- 
ter, and at a drawn-out gag 
about a man eating a horri- 
fyingly brown banana. But 
that’s two minutes out of 94. 

This is a movie that fea- 
tures a recurring punchline 
about hypoglycemia (abnor- 
mally low blood sugar), and 
another about how beautiful 
women (here, Daniella 
Alonso) fall for Blart 
because he’s such an arro- 
gant, dismissive jerk to 
them. 

One elderly woman gets

run over by a truck, another 
gets punched in the stom- 
ach. The comic minds at 
work here are limited - 
director Andy Fickman also 
helmed the terrible Billy 
Crystal comedy “Parental 
Guidance”. 

The script, by James and 
Nick Bakay, is running on 
the fumes of better movies - 
Jim Carrey’s “Ace Ventura” 
series being an obvious 
inspiration. 

Even compared to the 
low bar set by those films, 
this one fails to measure up. 


“DANNY COLLINS” 
ok 

Al Pacino's latest, 
"Danny Collins," is a com- 
pletely charming comedy- 
drama. The film is always 
in danger of sliding into 
"formulaic" and "sentimen- 
tal" territory, but Pacino 
and his excellent cast mates 
make it a fun ride anyway. 

The premise is that when 
he was young and just get- 
ting started in the early 
"70s, Collins was sent a let- 
ter by John Lennon, who 
encouraged him to stay true 
to his music and to give the 
rock god a call. 

Danny has all the stan- 
dard rock-star accessories; 
a 20-something girlfriend, a 
cocaine habit, a_ truss. 
Imagine the lifestyle of Rod 
Stewart and the repertoire 
of Neil Diamond.

to the 1930s). 

“The Planning Board - 
and Town Planner Brian 
Szekely - propose some 
major changes to the down- 
town.
